1. The Technisch-Wissenschaftiiches Biro in Warnemiinde, which employs approximately 
forty engineers and builders, is working on plans for a warship of 3,000 to 


tam 4,000 tons with wide action radius. It is to have two merine turbines, each _ 
a 50,000 bp, and four Wagner high pressure boilers, each of 100 tons capacity ab 
eM atmospheres absolute pressure and 450 degrees Centigrade. ‘The ship will 
ee | have four twin turrets for 150 mm gunse These vessels are to be constructed 
Sc, | yjprnside Russia in new ya-de also being planned.

. Ben AG nt I. Para» 1 above mentions four boilers, each of 100 tons 

capacity at 70 atmospheres absolute pressure and 450 degrees Centigrade. The 

letter refere to a high pressure boiler plant of 200 tons steanfrour at 70 ; 

atmospheres absolute pressure and 400 degrees Centigrade, consisting of two high 

pressure water tube boilers. ‘The Warnemtnide bureau has also been designated by 
ees fee eat ae in reverse, as the Wissenschaftlich---Technisches Bilro.

The yarda will total three or four, at each of which twenty-five such vessels 
(Para 1 above) will be conatructed in series annually. The first ships are to 
come off the ways in mid~1949. The Warnemunde bureau will plan and work out 
the deteils for the yards, Some of its personel may go to Ruseia for this 
purpose. The first yard is now acheduled for erection at Kertsch in the Crimes. 


3s The Technisch-Wissenschaftliches Biro is connected with the Neptun Werft in 
Lostock and with the Soviet Hinistry for Shipbuilding (MSP) in Beriin-Képenick. 
The Soviet executive at Warnentiwie is Colonel Grigoriev, who appears well informed 
concerning Italian Navy matters. The ship construction sactiorn remains under 
Obering. Schlaak. Head of the machine construction section is Obering. Heise, 
formerly with Schichan in Elbing. 


4. The attached letter (Attachment I) from the Warnentinde bureau to the Askania firm, 
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5. Similar equipment was constructed by Askania before and during the war. squipment 
of secondary quality was sold to France, Italy, and Japan; and in 1939 a few such 
devices were sent to the USSR, together with a half-completed warship, but no 
installations were made.

We received your letter of 18-11-47 stating your interest in construction projects for 
reguleting devices for completely automatic high pressure boiler steering. You may know 
that we are the only firm which has experience in carrying out installations of this sort 
in the hydraulic field. 


With your letter you request the working out of a bid. This is impossible, however, with- 
out further knowledge of the technical data in view of the size of this type of installa 
tion. The making of a technical plan is only possible if all technical and operational de=- 
teils oan be clarified in a detailed conference. 


We are prepared for « conference of this sort and could held it here in Berlin when one of 
your leading people is here. On the other hand, we would alao be prepared to send our mon 
there for a preliminary discussion, if you can supply us with necessary gasoline for the 
car. In this case, the conference could take place at your plant betwoen 10 and 15 Decem- 
ber 1947., 


In conclusion, we would like to say that we have both the technical experte and the facili- 
ties to lay out and construct the plant you want. The files have been completely destroyed, 
however, co that for your special purposes a complete restoration of these documents will 
have to be made.
